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Growing interest in the present low-rent public housing developments 
in Newark and tho proposed post-war program propared by tho Housing Authority 
has brought from the public an increasing number of requests for information 
about the operations of public housing, Many of these requests are for in- 


formation about the incoms of tenants, at present and in pre-war times; the 


relationship between family inoomos and family-sizo and between family incomes 


and tho number of gainfully-employed workers; and the rent-paying ability of 
prosent and futuro tenants. The tables presented below attempt to answer some 
of these questions,

The average family inooms of tenants in our projeots for the yoar 
1945-1944, as verified by statements from employers, tho State Unemployment 
Compensation Commission, the Federal Social Security Board and other gources 
was 22,074. Tho avorago family income for the yoar 1944-1945, as estimated by 
tho Housing Authority will bo $2,087. The ostimated median family inoome for 
1944-1945 will be 22,000, while the median of the middle 80 per cont of tho 
families (not counting the lowest 10 por cont -- thoso below $900 == or the 
highest 10 per cent -- those above 25,880) will be $2,010,

(o) Many secondary wage-earners will return to school, or 
to homemaking.

E when sons or daug! leavo to establish 
homes of their own, postposed by the war. In some cases 
this will mean the breaking-up of one "high income" 
family into two or three low-inoome families, 


(e) There is likely to be some unemployment regardless 
of the speed of reconversion, 


(£) Many wage-carners, both principal and secondary, 

upgraded because of the manpower shortage, will revert 

to lower paying jobs, 

(g) Negro families, of whom 60 per cent are ineligible 

at prosent incomes, will revert to lower incomes, not 

only for reasons given above, but because many of them 

are employed in purely war plants that will not be con- 

verted (arsenals and powder plants) and they will have to 

return to the lowor-paying civilian jobs from which they camo, 

In table V is shown the percentage of "hite families апд of Negro 
families in each income bracket by the number of workers, The average annual 
income of families with no workers is $920; that of families with one worker 
$2,025; that of families with two workers $5,269; that of families with three 


workers $4,275 and of families with four workors 95,915. 


It will be noted that proportionately fewer Negro than White families 
among the tenants are in the lowest income brackots and that more Nogro than 


White families are in the higher brackets. The chief reason for this unique 


situation is the higher proportion of Negro families having two or more gain- 


fully employed workers, Another reason which may be adduoed is tho relatively 
greater permanence of the Negro families as tenants, As show in Table VIII, 

166 "hite and 22 Negro families of low-income moved into Low-Rent publio housing 
projects in Newark in 1944, (As all apartments are dosignated as for “hite or 


Negro occupancy this means the same number of each color moved oute) This 


represented a turnover of 12,5 per oent of the 1555 "hite families and only 
3.8 of the 572 Negro families. 


The Negro familios aro more "permanent" than "hito families because 
fewer move out. Fewer move out because there are fewer places they can move 
to -- по mattor how much thoir incomes many inorease. Оп tho other hand, 
"hito families havo greater opportunities to buy or rent privately-owned housing, 
and as they achieve higher incomes, they try to take advantage of thoso op- 

portunities. If there wore more privately-owned dwellings available thoro would 


be а greater oxodus at this time, 


As, families with higher incomes moved out of the public housing projects, 
they were replaced with families with lower incomes. Аз will be soon by the 
samo table, tho avorage іпоопо` of familios moving in, in 1944, was vorifiod at 
$1,860 for the proooóing twolvo months and estimted at $1,346 for the succeoding 
twolvo months, The replacement of high inoomo tenants by low-income tenants,
